LONDON (AP) - Old Europe 


hummed with change in the 
'60s. 


It was a decade of adjustment 


to new conditions, new ideas. 


In might and money the Conti- 


nent no longer was the center of 
the world. The real power now 
rested in Washington, Moscow 
or Peking. The once-proud em- 
pires of Britain, France and 
Belgium became history as a 
parade of nations moved to in- 
dependence in Africa while Asia 
continued struggling to its feet. 


Towering personalities among 


the leaders faded to oblivion. 
Bombastic Nikita S. Khrush- 
chev fell from his Soviet pinna- 
cle in a palace coup, replaced 
by colorless technocrats. In 
West Germany, aged Chancellor 
Konrad 
Adenauer 
grudgingly 


relinquished his office, and it 
fell later to dynamic Willy 
Brandt. 
The tides of change 


washed Charles de Gaulle from 
authority in France. In Britain, 
Sir Winston Churchill died in 
1965, the last of the giants of the 
wartime coalition. 


The 
decade 
began 
with 


Khrushchev storming out of a 
Big Four summit meeting in 
Paris, protesting to President 
B wight D. Eisenhower the flight 
of a U2 spy planes over Russia. 
Then..the...Communists, shocked 
Europe'" by"' 'building " a '" wall 
across the heart of Berlin; sym- 
bolizing a continent split down 
the middle and signaling a new 
icy period in the cold war. 


But communism ran into trou- 


ble. Its two giants, the Soviet 
Union and China, became open 
enemies. Czechoslovakia strove 
to shake loose from total Mos- 
cow domination, only to have 
Soviet and bloc military might 
rumble into Prague and crush 
the movement in August 1968. 


But eventually the Europeans, 


noting Soviet gestures to West 
Germany and an apparent Rus- 
sian willingness to talk, felt they 
detected a thaw in the cold war 
they had lived with practically 
since the hot one ended.

Under President Lyndon B. 


Johnson, U.S. troops intervened 
to thwart what Washington read 
as a pro-Castro revolutionary 
uprising in the Dominican Re- 
public. It touched off a hemi- 
sphere furor. 


Opposition 
to U.S. 
policy 


reached a high point last sum- 
mer when Latin American for- 
eign ministers urged Washing- 
ton to lift trade restrictions and 
to undertake other measures to 
s t i m u l a t e their economic 
growth, which had fallen below 
the 2\'2 per cent a year target 
set by the alliance.

Democratic leaders answered 


that Congress did work hard 
and laid the groundwork for a 
much more respectable record 
in the second session of the 91st. 


They charged also that Nixon 


took three months to revise for- 
mer President Lyndon B. John- 
son's last budget, which delayed 
appropriations bills, and sent up 
some of his major recommenda- 
tions so late there was no possi- 
ble chance to consider them ad- 
equately in 1969. 


Nixon issued a rash of veto 


threats in the closing days of 
the session, souring relations 
between the White House and 
Democrats on Capitol Hill, 


Conferees on the tax bill made 


changes to meet some of Nix- 
on's objections to that measure, 
and Republican leaders later 
said they were sure he would 
sign it.,. 


They voiced the same opinion 


on the mine safety legislation, 
even though the President as- 
sailed the cost of one provision. 


Nixon 
also 
announced he 


would veto the $19.7 billion mon- 
ey bill for the Health, Education 
and Welfare and the Labor De- 
partments. This contained $1 
billion more for education than 
he asked. 


However, Democratic leaders 


decided to wait until Congress

In the final analysis, Congress 


cut the President's requests by 
more than $7 billion on the fis- 
cal 1970 bills. 


However, some of these funds 


will be spent in future years. 
Congressional 
fiscal experts 


claimed only a $3 billion reduc- 
tion in actual spending for the 
current year. 


In addition to the HEW-Labor

Collier always seems to be over- 
looked in the Coach of the Year 
balloting but most experts will 
agree that there is none better 
than the old master at bringing 
a team up with a perfect plan 
for one specific game.

1964 when they were humiliated 
by Collier's Cleveland Browns 
27-0. Recall last year's31-20up- 
jet of the Dallas Cowboys for 
the Eastern Conference title.

Tom Landry and the Cowboys 
home muttering, "It was just a 
mess." 


The Browns vary little in bas- 


ics from the teams Paul Brown 
used to send into battle. It fig- 
ures, of course, because Collier 
is a disciple of Brown's from the 
old days. 


The big back now is Leroy 


Kelly, not Marion Motley or Jim 
Brown, and the passer is Bill 
Nelsen, 
not Otto Graham or 


even a patch off Otto Graham. 
But they do a solid job. 


Landry once compared the 


Browns' defense to "a rubber- 
band that stretches but doesn't 
break." Although the Cleveland 
players 
don't appreciate the 


compliment, it fits. 


They rank in the bottom half

While the three pairs on 


the Dallas Aces play three 
different systems, the three 
systems have one thing in 
common. They open the bid- 
ding as often as they can, 
consistent with safety. 


Thus, Bobby Wolff opened 


one heart with the South 
hand in the match that de- 
cided the 1970 North Ameri- 
can International Team. 


The theory in back of this 


type of opening bid is that 
you ran much less chance of 
getting into trouble than if 
you pass and back in later.

guessed and gone down one 
trick, the Aces would still 
have gained on the hand. 


At the o t h e r table, the 


California South elected to 
pass. Mike Lawrence opened 
in f o u r t h seat with one 
spade, South doubled, Bob 
Hamman, sitting West, re- 
doubled and eventually Mike 
wound up playing a conserv- 
ative two spades and mak- 
ing just three by very safe 
play. Still, two part-scores 
on the same hand gave the 
Aces a nice six-IPM profit.

Q-\Vhn< is (he difference 


between fibrosis of the lungs 
and emphysema? 


A—fibrosis Is the forma- 


tion of tough, fibrous tissue 
anywhere in the body. It may 
occur in the lungs of persons 
with asthma, chronic bron- 
chitis or emphysema. When 
it does, it not only reduces 
the amount of available air" 
space but also the lung's 
elasticity, making breathing 
more difficult. 


Q—Is emphysema conta- 


gious? Will an operation re- 
lieve it? 


A—No to both questions. 


Q—I have had emphysema 


for six years and have been 
t a k i n g aminophyllin daily. 
My wife has asthma, for 
which she has been taking 
Deltasone. Since our symp- 
toms are the same, what is 
the difference between these 
two diseases? Could we both 
use the same drugs? 


A—The differentiation be- 


tween emphysema and asth- 
ma is sometimes difficult. In 
asthma, the attacks of short- 
ness of breath are brought on 
by eating or inhaling sub- 
stances to which one is al- 
lergic. In emphysema, they 
are brought on by exertion 
or smoking. 


Aminophyllin is given pri- 


marily for asthma or coro- 
nary heart disease. If, after 
it is taken for a long time, it 
appears to have lost its ef- 
fect, this is most likely due 
to progression of the disease 
process. 


Deltasone is a cortisonelike 


drug that is given to combat 
inflammation. It may have 
some beneficial e f f e c t on 
both emphysema and asth- 
ma. The proper dosage of 
these drugs should be deter- 


mined by your doctor. 


Q-AVhat Is a gtebfll hys- 


ferieus? Is it sefious? 


A—This is a persistent fee)' 


ing that there is a lump ifi 
your throat. It is caused by a 
contraction of the muscles in » 
that region and may be 
b r o u g h t on by emotional 
stress of fatigue. In some 
cases, it is associated with 
hysteria. Most persons who 
worry about this symptom 
are relieved if the cause is 
explained to them and if an 
examination reveals no tu- 
mor or other organic dis- 
ease. In itself, it is not seri- 
ous.

$1,000 to send the father to 
Japan for the holidays. 


An employe of the General 


Electric plant at nearby Jones- 
boro, Lamberson has been on 
strike eight weeks along with 
fellow members of the Interna- 
tional Electrical Workers union. 
Union members chipped in $200 
to help finance the trip. 


Lamberson 
was 
hopeful of 


getting his visa today so he 
could begin the trip tonight. He 
will leave behind his wife and 
daughter, June Towery, whose 
husband is an airman stationed 
at the little Rock Air Force 
Base. 


Christmas gifts he will take 


to his 20-year-old son will in- 
clude an electric razor and tape 
recordings of the voices of fam- 
ily and friends wishing young 
Lamberson well. 


Lamberson has talked to his 


son several timos by telephone 
since he was wounded. They 
talked for 15 to 20 minutes Mon- 
day several hours after the 
amputation, Lamberson said. 


"He sounds strong over the 


telephone," Lamberson said.

settled. 


Three loud explosions rattled 


windows today in Bethelehm, 
the birthplace of Christ. One Is- 
raeli official said they could 
have been caused by supersonic 
aircraft. 


It is the hilltop city's third 


Christmas under Israeli rule, 
and in the shade of the Church 
of the Nativity scores of Israeli 
security 
agents mingled with 


the Christmas pilgrims. One es« 
timate said more than 1,000 
troops and police were on duty 
in the town. 


In Vietnam, the allied com- 


mands and the Viet Cong ob- 
served cease-fires. Fighting had 
been at a low level for several 
weeks, and after the truce be- 
gan it dropped off even more. 


Radio Hanoi began broadcast- 


ing recorded messages from 
American prisoners of war to 
their families, as it has done in 
past years. 


Soldiers in Vietnam and at 


other U.S. military installations 
in the Far East, Europe and the 
United States gave Christmas 
parties for children at orphan- 
ages and hospitals.

Banking 
Committee 
hearing 


Dec. 12 on a bill aimed at halt- 
ing the Illegal use of secret for- 
eign bank accounts by U.S. citi- 
zens. 


The hearing was postponed 


until sometime next year, but 
committee 
members received 


an advance copy of the formal 
department 
testimony 
before 


the postponement. The testimo- 
ny said, among other things, 
that 
the Defense 
Department 


was in "complete accord" with 
the secret foreign bank account 
bill. 


"Foreign numbered accounts 


pose a security threat to the De- 
partment 
of Defense in that 


they may be used to support for- 
eign agents targeted against the 
military establishment or they 
may be used to conceal pay- 
ments to U.S. personal recruit- 
ed by foreign intelligence serv- 
ices," the testimony said. 


The Defense Department rep- 


resentative testified further that 
the 
Pentagon 
officials 
would 


cooperate fully with the Treas- 
ury Department In enforcing the 
secret foreign bank account bill 
after Its enactment. 


They 
may 
never 
get the 


chance. 


Even as the Defense Depart- 


ment testimony, was being draft- 
-ed,-.the. .Nixon administration, 
led by the Treasury Depart- 
ment, was backing down from 
Its support for the bill. It was 
under pressure from domestic 
and 
foreign banking leaders 


who objected to the stringent 
new record-keeping practices 
provided for in the measure. 


The House Banking Commit- 


tee, 
chaired by Rep. Wright 


Patman, D-Tex., held a day of 
hearings on secret foreign bank 
accounts late last year. It was 
disclosed at that time that the 
accounts are used to cloak hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars in 
tax evasions and frauds every 
year. 


Pitman and other committee 


members began drafting legis- 
lation—with the help of Nixon 
administration officials—to curb 
the practice.

man began hearings Dec. 4. His
